Rush Memorial To Increase 


Rates Effective April 1st 


Rush 
M emorial 
H ospital 
Administrator Karl Stein has 
today announced in creased 
prices in some areas of hospital 
care. The increase in rate has 
been approved by the 
Blue 
Cross Rate Review Committee 
and will take effect April 1st. 
Hospital officials feel that by 
raising some rates, increases in 
other areas will be prevented. 
Stein stated many reasons for 
the increased costs, with the 
major factor being the $58,635.04 
operating deficit from last year. 
It is hoped that the new rates 
will generate more revenue to 
reduce last y ear’s deficit. 
Inflationary procedures also 
account for the increase 
in 
costs. “We are paying the sam e 
costs and are faced with the 
same inflationary procedures as 
the individuals,” Stein stated. 
The rate increase, in essence, 
raises the cost of the average 
room from $51.05 to $53.20. This 


increase w ill also help cover the 
cost of many departments in 
the hospital that do not bring 
revenue into the general fund. 
From an extensive study in 
the emergency room, rates have 
been altered also. For some 
instances 
in 
the 
emergency 
room rates have been lowered. 
“ We’ve gone 
to a category 
system in the emergency room, 
with different prices for each 
c a te g o ry ,” Stein said. This 
effort will prevent a flat fee in 
the emergency area, when some 
attention is needed. 
“We are not in the business 
of making money. But we are 
concerned with patient care, 
and to do that we must provide 
professional care," Stein said. 
The rate case submitted to the 
committee is not arbitrary. “ We 
sat down for 30 days and tried to 
put the cost where it belongs,” 
he said. Stein stated that the 
rate committee can approve or

Most of Hue’s 300,000 civilians 
fled down Highway I to Da

bridges on the road over the 
weekend, cutting the city’s last 
remaining overland route. 
Military sources said North 
Vietnamese troops overran the 
district capitals (county seats) 
of Phong Dien and Quang Dien 
north of Hue and Phu Loc and 
Nam Hoa to the south during 
the morning. 
The 
evacuation 
of

civilians left only soldiers, civil 
servants, 
a 
few 
penniless 
refugees and empty buildings in 
the

streets and Buddhist shrines. 
To the south, the Communists 
continued to attack a giant 
refugee convoy traveling from 
the abandoned Central High­ 
lands to the government-held 
coast of the South China Sea. 
UPI photographer Lim Thanh 
Van said the refu gees have 
named the mass evacuation 
“ the convoy of death” because 
hundreds of persons have died 
during the trip.

the price for the safe release of 
the diplomat. 
The diplomatic sources

Feminine Horizon

President Ford’s recent day­ 
long visit to South Bend provided a 
unique opportunity for talks about 
a wide range of state problems. 
Discussions related to the needs 
and problems of Indiana, but we 
also exchanged ideas about issues 
of common concern to the states, 
because five other state governors 
also were on hand. 
For many months, I’ve been ad­ 
vocating a shift of part of the fed­ 
eral motor fuel tax to the state 
level, in order to improve the allo­ 
cation of funds to our priority 
highway needs. 
At times, I’ve felt that I was 
beating my head against the wall 
trying to convince an unresponsive 
federal bureaucracy. 
But when I stated my case to the 
President — with support from sev­ 
eral other governors — he demon­ 
strated a strong interest in pur­ 
suing the concept. 
The governors stressed 
^eed 
for refinement of federa 
-nii- 
recession programs in order that 
government can respond more ef­ 
fectively to the unemployment 
problem. 
W e also called the President’s 
attention to several Indiana 
matters: 
— The emerging natural gas 
shortage which has already 
po sed a c u t e e c o n o m i c 


problems for southwestern In­ 
diana. 
— The need to push ahead with 
an expansion of the George 
Rogers Clark Memorial at Vin­ 
cennes, which was sid e­ 
tracked several days ago (on 
som e ra th e r c a p r ic io u s 
grounds) by a federal advi­ 
sory commission. 
— The Army ordnance facility 
which the state is seeking to 
have located in Western In­ 
diana. 
President Ford’s visit also gave 
members of my staff and I the time 
for informal sessions with key 
members of his staff about issues 
of concern to us, with respect to 
national energy programs and the 
specific energy issues that worry 
us the most. 
I came away from the event with 
a better feeling for our ability to 
work constructively with federal of­ 
ficials in addressing our citizen’s 
problems. Encounters on a face-to- 
face level reaffirmed that better 
communication can exist and that 
it is possible to familiarize people 
“ at the top’’ (who often seem iso­ 
lated from state or regional 
matters) with the pressing needs of 
Hoosiers. 
It was one of the most productive 
days I’ve spent as governor.

Miss Barbara Whitby, a 1974 
graduate of Hanover College, 
wrote about her tornado experi­ 
ences in the monthly publica­ 
tion of the Indianapolis-Marion 
County Public Library system. 
“ There was a warning siren, 
indicating that a tornado was 
heading our way,” she remem­ 
bered. 
“ It was not a loud 
warning, however, and many 
people did not notice it, or did 
not 
realize what 
the 
siren 
foretold. I heard it and was 
trying to persuade my 
room­ 
mate to go to the basement 
with me but she nonchalantly 
refused.” 
Miss Whitby said she then 
tried to warn two other friends 
in the Hanover College resi­ 
dence hall where she was living 
that the siren meant a tornado 
had been sighted. 
Heard It Approach 
“ Suddenly I heard the tor­ 
nado approach with terrific 
force and noise,” she wrote. 
‘As 
we 
started 
down 
the 
stairwell, the twister hit. The 
electricity went off and it was 
pitch black. There was a noise 
so loud it hurt my ears and my 
knees were weak from fright. It 
was over in seconds.” 
The girls were interested in 
what had happened outside, but 
the residence hall director told 
them to get flashlights and 
candles and go to the basement 
on the chance that another 
tornado might hit. In all, there 
turned out to have been 136 
tornadoes 
in 
the 
April 
3 
disasters last year. 
The girls were joined by 
some of the townspeople from 
Hanover and remained in the 
basement until the radio to 
which they were listening gave 
an “ all clear” announcement. 
The students and faculty and 
some of the townspeople whose 
homes 
had 
been 
destroyed 
gathered in the college campus 
center 
where 
dinner 
was 
served. 
Climbed Over Rubble 
“ Somehow' we had hot food 
without 
electricity,’’ 
Miss 
Whitby recalled. “ I took a walk 
with some friends after the 
meal. We climbed over the 
rubble and saw that many cars 
were badly damaged and that 
all the copper roofing had been 
peeled off the college buildings 
and was lying on the ground. 
“ Two of the sorority houses 
were almost completely de­ 
stroyed. There was one large 
tree still standing next to one of 
the 
sororities.

were covered with the girls’ 
tattered 
clothes 
and 
other

experience, has read several 
books on tornadoes and recom­ 
mended three of them in her 
article. 
“ One way to protect yourself 
against tornadoes is to know 
something about them,” she 
believes. “ The book ‘The Killer 
Storms” gives a good explana­ 
tion of them. ‘Tornadoes of the 
United 
States’ 
gives 
charts 
telling when tornadoes are most 
likely to occur in different 
states.” 
“ Fortunately, we now have a 
warning 
system 
which 
was 
nonexistent at the time of the 
tri-state tornado in 1925,” she 
wrote. 
“ That 
storm 
which 
killed 689 people is described in 
the 
book 
‘Hurricanes 
and 
Tornadoes.’ 
More Information Now 
“ Besides having the warning 
system, we now have much 
more information about tor­ 
nadoes. If we take advantage of 
this information, the tornado 
warning sirens and television 
and radio broadcasts, we may 
be able to save many lives this 
year and in the future.” 
One item included in Miss 
Whitby’s account is an explana­ 
tion why more people were 
killed 
in 
churches 
than 
in 
saloons in the earlier tornadoes. 
“ They found the reason was 
that the church was closed up 
every day of the week except 
Sunday whereas the saloon was 
always open. The saloon was 
well-ventilated with its swing­ 
ing doors, allowing the inside 
and outside air pressures to 
equalize. So if you open the 
windows and doors of your 
home before a tornado hits 
there 
is 
less 
likelihood 
of 
damage to the house and to 
you.”

Council Of Churches 


Oppose Pari-Mutuel 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(U P I)

The Indiana Council of Chur­ 
ches Friday asked members of 
the Indiana Senate to conduct a 
comprehensive 
study 
before 
acting on a bill to legalize pari­ 
mutuel betting on horse races. 
In a letter distributed to all 
Senate members, the council 
also 
said 
the pending 
bill, 
which has already passed the 
House, provides a “ potential for 
exercise of corrupting influen­ 
ce.” 
The 
church 
group 
said 
enactment of such legislation 
would mark a departure from 
Indiana’s long standing policy 
against legalized gambling. It 
said the senators should not act 
on the bill without “ full and 
complete study of the issue, its 
moral implications and possible 
social and economic impact.” 
The church council said such 
a study should review experi­ 
ences of other states with pari­ 
mutuel betting and consider the 
relationship of legalized gam­ 
bling to organized crime. “ The 
council 
declares 
that 
the 
preponderance of evidence 
from law enforcement officials 
and crime commissioners sub­ 
stantiates such a crime in­ 


crease in track areas and in 
states with pari-mutuels,” the 
church group said. 
The senators also were told 
that a study in the 1960s by the 
Indiana Commission on Tax 
and Financing Policy led to the 
conclusion that 
a 
relatively 
small amount of state revenue 
would be collected from pari­ 
mutuel tracks. 
The church leaders said they 
especially 
oppose 
the 
local 
option aspect of the bill which 
would 
let 
county 
councils 
decide whether to permit pari­ 
mutuel operations. 
“ This makes a few persons 
responsible for a decision on 
which hangs millions of dollars 
for

promoters,” 
the 
council said.

mile trans-Alaska oil pipeline 
will be laid Tuesday, according 
to the Alyeska Pipeline Service 
Co.

By RIC H ARD H U G H ES 
U P I Business Writer 
Consumers are more optimis­ 
tic about the future of the

confidence, 
though 
still 
low, 
rose 
in 
January and February for the 
first time since last spring. 
“ It’s not as if people are 
dancing in the streets.” said 
Fabian Linden, consumer re­ 
search director. “ They are just 
a little less bleak in appraising 
the future than they were a few 
months ago. 
But a separate survey by 
First National City Bank of 
New York showed that 43 per 
cent 
of 
1,414 
persons 
who 
responded were worried about 
losing: their jobs. Those most 
concerned (53 per cent) were 18 
to 34 years old. 
The Conference Board said 
its consumer confidence index, 
based on interviews with 10,000 
households, climbed to 50.9 in 
January-February from 39.9 in 
November-December. 


“ For a 10-month period our 
survey was constinously down­ 
beat,” said Linden, “ and now 
for the first time, we’ve had a 
turnaround and it is rather 
substantial. 


“ The reason for it is the 
declining rate of the pace of 
inflation. Prices are not going 
up anywhere nearly as rapidly. 
But perhaps more important is 
that something seems to be in 
works in Washington to meet 
some of the problems of the 
moment.”

Then hold the egg 
over a bowl and blow through 
the hole. Rinse the eggshell 
with cold water and let dry.
